Frida y night tha n he ca n his do lla rs these da y s, Ar­ 
chie, Mo ., fa rmer Stev e Feild sa t ba ck a nd smiled 
a s he a nno unced his perfect pla n to lo wer fuel prices 
fo r America ns. 
“ It’s ea sy ,” he dra wled. “ J ust let the America n 
fa rmer sell tha t ga s a nd o il. Yo u ca n bet y o ur bo t­ 
to m buck tho se prices wo uld go do wn in a hurry . As 
so o n a s ev ery bo dy fo und o ut the fa rmer wa s selling 
it, they ’d ma ke sure he’d ha v e to sell it dirt chea p, 
no o ther w a y .” 
Sa turda y mo rning, ho wev er, Feild ha d no time 
fo r humo r. Wa lking fro m the wa rmth o f the Sta te 
Fa irgro unds 4 -H Yo uth Building into the icy 
December a ir, he pulled his ca p do wn o v er his ea rs, 
flinched fo r a n insta nt a s he o pened the fro nt do o r 
a nd then set o ut to try to sa v e the la nd his fa mily ha s 
fa rmed fo r mo re tha n a hundred y ea rs. 
Lea v ing a few minutes la ter wa s W.E. Ba rr, 85, 
Ho lden. 


“ 1 do n’t kno w when I ha v en’t been fa rming o ne 
pla ce o r a no ther,” Ba rr sa id, his furro wed fa ce 
brea king into a bright grin. “ Tha t’s a bo ut a ll I’v e 
ev er do ne.” 
His ea rliest rura l memo ries go ba ck to 1896 , when 
he wa s fo ur y ea rs o ld. 
“ My da ddy a nd a hired ha nd wo rked mules ba ck 
then, o f co urse, a nd he kept a so rrel co lt in a pen by 
itself. They to ld me I wa sn’t suppo sed to ride him o r 
a ny thing, but I snuck a ro und a nd went a hea d a nd 
did it a ny wa y . My da ddy , he ca ught me o ne time 
a nd liked to skin me a liv e a nd to ld me no t to ev er do 
tha t a ga in!” 


No w, mo re tha n 80 y ea rs la ter, Ba rr wa s rea dy to 
do so mething so me peo ple to ld him he sho uldn’t. 
Na tura lly , he sa id Frida y night, “ I pa id them a bo ut 
a s much mind a s I did my da ddy .” But this time, 
Ba rr wa s hea ding ea st o n Highwa y 50 Sa turda y 
mo rning in his 8 0-ho rsepo wer White tra cto r, bo und 
fo r J efferso n City “ to tell o le J o e Tea sda le wha t the 
fa rmers rea lly wa nt.” 
Wha t do they rea lly wa nt? 


“ Pa rity , no t cha rity ,” rea d o ne o f the wo o den 
signs nea rly hiding the hea dlights o f o ne tra cto r. 
“ J ust a fa ir dea l,” pro mised a no ther, “ a nd we’ll 
gro w y o ur m ea l.” 
“ Tha t’s right’” a greed Stev e Feild’s bro ther, 
Ca lv in. “ We just wa nt a n ev en brea k. There’s still 
so ma ny peo ple who ca n’t seem to get this thro ugh 
their hea ds.” 


In 197 3, Ca lv in sa id, “ we were getting $5.03 cents 
fo r 100 po unds o f milo a nd no w w e’re o nly getting 
$3.02. At the sa m e time, a tra cto r which co st us 
$23,000 ba ck then co sts a ro und $4 7 ,000 no w. A co m­ 
bine which co st $27 ,000 then co sts $5 4 ,000 no w. Wha t 
do they ex pect a ma n to do ? ” 


Ev en J o hn Ferguso n, Kingsv ille, didn’t ha v e the 
a nswer to tha t - a nd he’s so ld White fa rm equip­ 
ment a t a sma ll co untry dea lership fo r 15 y ea rs. But 
he’s a lso a fa rmer a nd sa y s he’s “ 100 percent do wn 
the line in fa v o r o f the strike they ’re ca lling fo r,”

The government is putting an 
end to the work of 3.S0 L S. and 
other foreign mission ,ries in 
Brazil, suggesting they are a 
danger to national security 
because they operate 
in 
remote areas. 
The Bible translation work 
of the Protestant missionaries 
has taken them into the most 
remote 
regions of 
Brazil, 
where they live with iiolated 
Indian tribes in order to learn 
their language and culture 
The missionaries, most of 
them 
A m e r i c a n s , 
are 
members of the Summer In­ 
stitute of 
Linguistics, 
the 
name under which the inter­ 
denom in atio nal 
group 
operates in Brazil. 
In other parts of the world 
they are known as the Wvcliffe 


Bible 
Translators, 
founded 
more than 40 years ago by 
William Cameron Townsend, 
who was awarded Brazil's 
highest honor - the Cruzeiro 
do Sul medal - by then Presi­ 
dent Humberto de Alencar 
Caslello Branco in 1964. for his 
work with Brazil's tribes 
The Brazilian government, 
through its Ministry of the In­ 
terior and the National Indian 
Foundation, refused to renew 
an annual contract with the in­ 
stitute 
last 
month, 
which 
means the missionaries will 
have to leave Indian villages 
early in 1978.

The missionaries' activity in 
Brazil, the translation of'the 
New Testament into Indian 
languages, required an exten­ 
sive system of communica­ 
tions and 'ransportation, col­ 
lege campus-type 
training 
centers, and substantial fi­ 
nancing. 
The 
institute's 
annual 
budget is roughly $1 
million, 
about 90 percent of which 
comes

raising. The rest comes from 
government foreign aid agen­ 
cies in the Lnifed States.'the 
Netherlands.

The man who sent the brief 
letter to the missionaries is 
Gen Araujo Oliveira Ismarth, 
head of the National Indian

Ismarth referred inquires 
about the reasons for the 
government action to Interior 
Minister Rangel Reis.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Cong ressional 
leaders are try ing to come up with a 
com p rom ise energ y 
p lan 
before 
Christmas but the nation may start 1978 
without new laws aimed at conserving 
dwindling fuel sup p lies. 
Top House-Senate energ y neg otiators 
say that if no ag reements emerg e by 
Friday on oil and natural g as p ricing , the 
major remaining elements of President 
Carter’s energ y p rog ram, then there 
p robably will be no energ y bill this y ear. 
Most of the recent crucial barg aining 
on the two issues has taken p lace behind 
closed doors. And energ y conferees say 
these p rivate talks will find the solutions 
that have long eluded them in p ublic 
sessions. 
In efforts to break an imp asse between 
the House and Senate, lawmakers have 
floated a host of comp romise schemes 
during the p ast few day s. But most of the 
schemes wound up deflated before 
g etting off the g round. 
Carter last Ap ril declared that the need 
to make the United States energ y self- 
sufficient was “ the moral equivalent of 
w ar.” 
But cong ressional 
energ y 
conferees for months have been sty mied 
over disag reements on the p resident’s 
bid to keep p rice controls on natural g as 
and to imp ose a tax on crude oil. 
The House p assed both p rop osals. The 
Senate 
rejected both, 
voting to 
dereg ulate g as p rices and to substitute 
$40 billion in energ y tax credits for 
businesses and individuals for the crude 
oil tax . 


even thoug h it will p robably mean a business loss 
for him.

Women, amnesty group 
receive Nobel Prizes 


OSLO, Norway (AP) - 
Northern 
Ireland’s women p eace crusaders and 
the Amnesty International human rig hts 
g roup , p raised as ex emp lars of what the 
“ordinary man and woman” can do for 
p eace, received Nobel Peace Prizes on 
Saturday in an emotion-filled ceremony . 
In Stockholm, Sweden, five American 
scientists, two Britons, a Belg ian and a 
Swede received other 1977 Nobel p rizes. 
A tenth laureate, Vicente Aleix andre of 
Sp ain, who won the literature p rize, did 
not attend because of p oor health. 
One of the recip ients was Dr. Rosaly n 
Yalow of New York, first woman to win 
the medicine p rize in three decades. 
“These two movements have one thing 
in common,” the Norweg ian Nobel 
Committee chairwoman, Aase Lionaes, 
said of the p eace p rize winners. “They 
have sp rung sp ontaneously from the 
individual’s deep and firmly rooted 
conviction that the ordinary man and 
woman 
is cap able of m aking a 
meaning ful contribution to p eace.” 
Betty Williams and Mairead Corrig an, 
leaders of Northern Ireland’s Peace 
Peop le, were awarded the 197 6 p eace 
p rize, which had not been p resented last 
y ear. 
The two women, who have come to 
sy mbolize reconciliation between the 
feuding Protestant and Roman Catholic 
communities of that British p rovince, 
wep t and embraced as thev were handed 
the $141,600 cash award at Oslo Universi­ 
ty ’s Aula Hall. 
“ Our world 
is rushing towards 
disaster,” said Miss Corrig an in her 
accep tance sp eech. “But it’s not too late 
to p rove the p ower of love... we’ve g ot to 
p rove that the way of nonviolence can 
bring social chang e.” 
She ap p ealed to the world to “ throw 
away our g uns.” 
Thomas Hammarberg , a television 
editor who is Amnesty International’s 
Swedish chairman, accep ted the 1977 
p eace p rize, worth $145,(X)0. He said 


Amnesty “ is g oing to continue its work 
ag ainst torture and ex ecution.” 


“ Human rig hts are alway s in dang er... 
there can be no p eace when a country is 
ruled by op p ression, 
torture 
and 
brutality .” 


T he L ondon- ba s e d A m ne s t y 
org anization, which has member g roup s 
in more than 30 countries, “fig hts for 
man’s rig ht to freedom of conscience, in 
other words, to a life of internal p eace,” 
Mrs. Lionaes said. 


“The p eace movement in Northern 
Ireland champ ions the rig ht of the 
individual to life, a life free from fear, 
from violence and acts of terrorism: in 
other words, ex ternal p eace,” she said.

VANCOUVER, British Columbia 
(AP) - The 
"Fatman” — a sun tanned robber who holds up banks and 
then spends his loot vacationing in tropical climates—has 
apparently struck for the 20th time, bringing his 
three-vear haul to $94,346, police say. 
"He’looks fat, but he’s actually very agile and fast on his 
feet,” Sgt. John Lucy said Thursday - two days after the 
Fatman, as police refer to him, struck for the latest time 
"Of course, until we catch him we can’t be absolutely 
certain that he did all those jobs,” Lucy said, “ But he’s 
the No. 1 suspect in all of them because of photographs, 
descriptions by witnesses and similarities in the methods 
used,” 
Police believe the Fatman is around 40, stands 5-foot-lO 
and weighs ‘200 pounds. They say he often wears mirrored 
sunglasses and a head covering, usually strikes when a 
bank has few- customers and is known for disappearing 
sw iftly on foot after each holdup. 
He operates only on the South Side of this capital city of 
Canada’s western-most provincf well away from the 
congested traffic in the downtow’ area. 
The Fatman has not injured nyone, but he carries a 
semi-automatic pistol and police say he could be 
dangerous. 
Authorities believe he spends at least part of the loot on 
exotic vacations because about once a year he disappears 
for a few months, then turns up at his next bank job 
sporting a deep tan. 
His tan was back Tuesday, and he also had grown a 
neatly trimmed, dark beard, police were told. 
His career apparently began with a failure when he fled 
a Bank of Nova Scotia branch without any loot Jan. 28, 
1974. Since then he has gotten away with amounts of cash 
ranging from $1,400 to $13,000, 
F'or a while, detectives thought the Fatman was 
convicted bank robber Jon Donald McDermott, 31, who 
had been on the loose since failing to return after a three- 
day pass from a prison near Victoria in 1974. 
That theory, however, was torpedoed Tuesday when the 
Fatman, after a five-month hiatus, hit a Toronto 
Dominion Bank branch for $2,500 while McDermott was in 
a jail cell in Sydney, Australia.

— The government 
should provide product 
liability insurance for 
businesses, 
if private 
insurance companies will not, 
according to Tom Ryan, of the 
Missouri Public Interest 
Re.search Group. 
Ryan told a two-member 
congressional 
subcommittee 
Friday that escalating 
insurance premiums could be 
curbed, if government w'ould 
replace private insurance 
companies as the liability 
insurer after the first six 
vears of a product’s life. 
“ Government insurance 
after six years or so will give 
insurance companies the 
predictability they want and 
still protect’ businesses from 
going under because of 
catastrophic judgments,” 
Ryan said. 
Reps. Richard Ichord and 
Ike Skelton staged hearings in 
Jefferson City and Springfield 
after getting requests from 
businessmen throughout the 
state who were concerned 
about skyrocketing insurance 
premium’s and in some cases 
nonavailability of insurance. 
The two 
Democratic 
congressmen are members of 
the House subcommittee on 
capital, investment and 
business opportunities. 
They agreed there was little 
the federal government could 
do to resolve the problems. 
“ I hope as much of this 
problem as possible can be 
solved at the state level.” 
Skelton said. 


Earlier, William vSchierholz. 
chairman of the group pushing 
for legislative solutions to the 
product liability problem, said 
an insurance industry study 
indicated a limit on thè period 
during which a person could 
sue for damages resulting 
from a defective products 
along with two other changes 
in the legal system could 
reduce liability insurance 
costs. 
In addition, to the six-year 
statute of limitations, 
Schierholz suggested a ban on 
damage suits, if injuries result 
from misuse or alteration of a 
product 
and prohibitions 
against judges and juries 
using current state-of-the-art 
standards in determining 
liability of products made 
many years earlier. 


But Ryan contended these 
proposals and others by 
business were “ very 
irresponsible and very 
callous.” He also claimed 
backers of those legislative 
measures were issuing 
misleading information about 
the product liability issues. 
Ryan cited one case were 
"business spokespersons and 
insurance industry ads” had 
claimed a man injured while 
using a lawnmower to trim

Ryan said no one had been 
able to substantiate the 
existence of that case and the 
congressional subcommitte 
counsel agreed. 
"We’re not opposed to

Rise in farm prices fall short 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) - 
Farm prices edged higher 
again last month but still are a 
far cry from what organizers 
of a farmers’ strike say they 
must have. 
Overall, prices farmers get 
for commodities they sell rose 
1 percent between Oct. 15 and 
Nov. 
15, the Agriculture 
Department said Wednesday. 
That put the price index 4 per­ 
cent above its year-ago level. 
The increase last month 
followed a previous 1 percent 
price gain from Sept. 15 to Oct. 
15. Previously, farm prices 
declined four consecutive 
months. 
A Colorado-based group 
calling itself American 
Agriculture says it wants 
farmers to go on strike Dec. 14 
if assurance is not given that 
farm prices will rise to 100 
t)ercent of parity. 
At full parity, farmers 
theoretically have the same 
purchasing power fcr the 
items they sell as their 
forebears had early in this 
century when prices and costs 
were said to be in step. 
By comparison, the report 
showed that farm prices as of 
Nov. 15 averaged 66 percent of 
parity, one of the lowest 
marks for the indicator in 44 
years. 
Wheat, at $2.48 a bushel, 
was 49 percent of the parity 
price of $5.04 a bushel, for 
example. 
Corn brought farmers na­ 
tionally an average of $1.91 a 
bushel at mid-November, 55 
percent of the current parity 
price of $3.46 a bushel. 
Soybeans, at $5.68 a bushel, 
were about 74 percent of the 
$7.63 parity price indicator as 
of Nov. 15. 
But prices for wheat, corn 
and soybeans were up from 
Oct. 15 and were the main 
reason for the 1 percent in­ 
crease in the over-all price in­ 
dex, officials said. However, 
lower prices were reported for 
cattle, hogs and oranges, 
which helped dampen the rise 
for the other commodities. 


According to American 
Agri mlture leaders, the group 
wants government help so that 
farmers can negotiate through 
collective bargaining 100 per­ 
cent parity prices» for all com­ 
modities, including those sold 
to overseas buyers. 
The department’s price 
report showed that beef cattle 
averaged $34.60 per 100 
pounds of live weight at mid­ 
month, down from $35.40 in 
October. A year ago cattle 
a v e r a g e d $31.20 per 
hundredweight. 
Hogs were $37.50 per 100 
pounds, down from $39.90 in 
October. They were $31.20 on 
Nov. 15 of last year. 
Upland cotton brought pro­ 
ducers 52.3 cents a pound 
against 54.7 cents on Oct. 15 
and 65.2 cents a pound a year 
ago, the report said. 
The index of prices paid by 
farmers to meet expenses rose 
one-half of 1 percent from Oct. 
15 to Nov. 15, pushing costs up 
5 percent from a year ago, the 
report said.

Although experts say they 
cannot be sure whether China 
soon will buy U.S. grain, some 
authorities in the Agriculture 
Department say China may 
have boosted its own grain 
production this year and is off 
to a good start with 1978 crops. 
China has bought cotton and 
some soybeans from the 
United States, but the depart­ 
ment says it has no evidence it 
will purchase American grain 
in the near future. No U.S. 
grain has been sold to China 
since the 1974-75 marketing 
year. 
The department’s Foreign 
Agricultural Service says in 
its current weekly magazine 
that China’s vice premier, Yu 
Chiuli recently “ gave the most 
explicit outline in recent years 
of the country’s development 
policy” at an official meeting 
of the standing committee of 
the 4th National People’s 
Cofgeys. 
“ It seems to indicate new at- 


tempts to expand agricultural 
production through more effi­ 
cient resource allocation and 
better management,” the 
agency said. 
The report was written by 
two specialists in the depart­ 
ment’s Economic Research 
Service, Frederic M. Suris 
and Charles Y. Liu. They said 
that “ China’s total grain pro­ 
duction this year appears to be 
slightly larger” than 1976 pro­ 
duction and that winter grain 
planted for the 1978 harvest 
has progressed well. 
“ Despite recent reports of 
localized drought, the coni- 
b i n a t i o n of vv'arm 
temperatures, October rains 
and generally adequate soil 
moisture in north (í:hina has 
created favorable conditions 
for over-wintering crops,” 
they said. 
Further, the report said, 
winter crops have been 
planted on schedule this fall. 
According to Peking reports, 
the winter wheat crop in ma­ 
jor production 
areas was 
planted by Nov. 2. 


“ As a result, winter wheat 
and other over-wintering 
crops are off to a much better 
start than last year’s,” the 
report said. 


China has bought large 
quantities of foreign wheat for 
delivery in the coming year, 
and the two experts said there 
is a slim chance the United 
States may be a supplier if 
much moré grain is needed. 
“ Although a change in 
policy toward purchase of U.S. 
agricultural products cannot 
be ruled out, purchases that 
have been made appear con­ 
sistent with a policy of 
treating the United States 
essentially as a residual sup­ 
plier,” the report said. 
“This means that China will 
normally avoid purchasing 
U.S. agricultural products.” 
The report added, however, 
that “ when other sources of 
supply are tight” or when “ the 
price is right” China does buy 
U.S. commodities and that the 


recent purchase of soybeans is 
an example. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department in­ 
tends to put a new rule into ef­ 
fect next April 1 to prevent the 
abuse of federal grain inspec­ 
tion certificates involving U.S. 
grain shipped to other 
countries through Canada — 
more than two years after the 
regulation was first proposed. 
Officials said Wednesday 
that the rule was adopted to 
prevent the misreprepresen- 
tation of grain quality after it 
clears U.S. ports along the 
Great Lakes. 
The following statement will 
be attached to U.S. inspection 
certificates on grain destined 
for export from Canadian 
ports; 
“ This certificate shall not be 
deemed to represent the of­ 
ficial grade of the above­ 
identified lot of grain at the 
time of transshipment of the 
grain from Canadian ports.” 
The department’s Federal 
Grain Inspection Service said

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Sulfa drug levels worry farm officials

W.ASHINGTON (\P) - The 
government intends to hold a 
meeting here next month with 
swine industry officials to see 
what can be done to stem a 
persistent high rate of sulfa 
drugs showing up in the na­ 
tion’s pork supply, 
A knowledgeable source

Parity is a yardstick, an 
economic indicator generally 
relating farm prices with 
costs of production to show 
their purchasing power. 
Congress ordered USDA in 
1938 to compute parity each 
month and to publish it for 
various commodities and on 
an overall basis for all 
commodities 
Theoretically, if a farmer 
got 100 percent of parity for 
things he produces the prices 
he sells them for would give 
him the same buying power he 
would have had in 1910-14, the 
base period used in the 
formula. 
In other words, at full parity 
the bushel of wheat should sell 
for enough to buy the same 
things it did in 191044, 
For example, in 1914 the 
farm price of wheat nationally 
averaged 97,5 cents a bushel. 
If a haircut cost $1. a bushel of 
wheat would have about paid 
for it. 
If wheat was at 100 percent 
of parity today one bushel 
should be enough to pay for a 
haircut. But wheat nationally 
at the farm last month averag’- 
ed $2.48 a bushel and USDA 
says that was only 49 percent 
of*the full parity price last 
month of $5.04. In other words 
a bushel of wheat was worth 
less than half of what it was in 
1914, in terms of purchasing 
power 
Overall, farm commodity 
prices as a group averaged 66 
percent of parity as of Nov. 15, 
This is called thé parity ratio. 
The parity price for each 
commodity can change each 
month according to farm pro­ 
duction costs and other fac­ 
tors. Thus, it is a floating in­ 
dicator but is always linked 
to the purchasing power of 
farmers in the 1910-14 base.

Although intended mostly to 
gain information on the sub­ 
ject. federal authorities also 
are expected to stress to hog 
producers that they must be 
more careful in using sulfa as 
feed additivies or be prepared 
for tougher government rules 
on their use. 
Sulfa drugs have been used 
in animal feed for many years 
to help stimulate growth and 
to prevent certain diseases. 
The FDA sets the amount of 
drugs allowed in meat in the 
form of residues after the 
animals are slaughtered, and 
the Agriculture Department is 
responsible for monitoring 
them for illegal traces as part 
of its meat inspection system. 
Currently, the FDA allows a 
maximum* sulfa residue of 
one-tenth of 1 part per million 
in pork 


The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment, meanwhile, said that 
during the third quarter of this 
year, 614 illegal traces of sulfa 
were found among 4,426 
samples of pork examined for 
the drug That represented a 
violation rate of 13,8 percent, 
compared with 13.4 percent in 
the second quarter. 


One expert in the depart­ 
ment’s Food Safety and Quali­ 
ty Service said more than one- 
half of the violations involved 
sulfa residues of less than 1 
part per million but that some 
samples contained as much as 
5 parts per million. 
Usually, the highest concen­ 
trations *of sulfa are found in 
swine livers, but it also has 
been showing up in lesser 
amou.'its in the red meat por­ 
tions of hog carcasses, in­ 
cluding those which go into 
bacon, hams and chops. 
Federal officials say that as 
a general rule the traces of 
sulfa in pork are so small that 
they pose no hazard to con- 
surners. A possible exception, 
however, might be persons 
who are extremely allergic to 
sulfa drugs. 
Experts have declined to 
speculate at what levels sulfa 
in pork might be harmful, but 
the rule-of-thumb formula 
suggests it would have to rise 
to at least 200 parts per million 
before becoming hazardous to 
consumers. 
The drug detected by the 
department's monitoring 
system is sulfamethezine, 
which one official described as 
•‘one of the earliest sulfas” 
developed many years ago. It 
is the most common type used 
in hog feed, he said. 
Farmers are supposed to 
withdraw medicated feed 
from animals enough in ad­ 
vance of slaughter that illegal 
residues do not occur. 


Also, he said, studies show­ 
ed the fees coyld be adjusted 
“ to better equate them with 
actual costs” of inspection 
services. 


The new fees for original in­ 
spection will include: $6.50 per 
truck of grain, $10 per boxcar. 
S13.50 per hopper car. $5.50 
each for submitted samples. 
SI.85 per 1,000 bushels for 
barges, ships and bins and 
S3.45 per protein test. 
By comparison, fees cur­ 
rently include; $12 per truck. 
S15 per boxcar, $18 per hopper 
car, $9.50 for submitted 
samples. $48 for barges ir­ 
respective of volume, $16 per 
hour per worker needed to in­ 
spect ships and bins and $11.50 
per protein test.

Farmers are borrowing 
money from the government 
at a record pace to build new 
bins and other facilities to help 
store this year’s bumper grain 
crops. 
The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said Thursday that new 
loans for storage and drying 
facilities totaled more than 
$74 9 million in October, com­ 
pared with less than $11.b 
million in October of last year. 
During the 1976-77 fiscal 
year that ended Sept. 30, loans 
'financed by the department’s 
Commodity Credit Corp. for 
grain storage and drying 
amounted to a record of $156.9 
million, against $50.9 million 
in 1975-76. 


The loan program has been 
available since 1949, As of Oct. 
31, loans outstanding totaled 
$301.8 million, compared with 
a balance owed a year earlier 
of $150.7 million, officials said. 
Earlier this year the depart­ 
ment liberalized the loan pro­ 
gram to encourage more 
farmers to build grain bins on 
their farms to help handle the 
big wheat and corn crops. 


The repayment period was 
extended to eight years from 
five years, the maximum loan 
was increased to $50,000 from 
$25 noo and the downpayment 
reuuced to 15 percent from 30 
percent 


Since the loan program 
28 years ago, farmers 
have borrowed more than $1 
billion and have built more 
than 2.4 billion bushels of 
storage space.

There are many good dishes 
for holiday tables for the 
many people on a low-‘^odium 
diet. For many this rr.eans a 
restriction of added table salt 
as we know it. Most food 
naturally contains a certain 
amoun t of sodium and sodium 
is needed in our daily diets. 
Those on a low-sodium diet 
have many things to cele­ 
brate. For example: there are 
fine recipes that omit salt, us­ 
ing spices and herbs for 
flavor. And to add to the job of 
flavor, most spices won’t add 
more than a calorie a serving. 
According to Anita Fial, dieti­ 
tian for the American Spice 


Trade Association, a teaspoon 
full of the highest calorie spice 
— poppyseed — in a recipe 
serving four to six, contributes 
only two or three calories per 
serving. 
Spices and herbs used on 
foods being prepared for no- 
added-salt diets can be the dif­ 
ference between dreary meals 
and meals that can be enjoyed 
by people not on such a low- 
sodium diet.

Cauliflower, too, can be 
cooked in an interesting low- 
sodium way. 
Cook whole 
cauliflower. Drain and season 
with crumbled tarragon 
leaves, ground white pepper 
and paprika. 
And, of course, string beans 
and mushrooms are naturally 
low-sodium. 
If you plan to stuff your 
holiday bird with low-sodium 
stuffing, add toasted sesame 
seeds to bread cubes, minced 
onion, poultry seasoning, 
black pepper, unsalted butter 
or margarine. 
Rib roast, too, can be a no­ 
salt treat. Season the beef with 
onion and garlic powder, a few 
thyme leaves, crumbled and 
ground black pepper. 
In planning your holiday 
no-salt menus, remember that 
there are a new herbs and 
blends which are com­ 
paratively high in sodium: 
celery seed, celery flakes and 
parsley flakes. 
A few spice blends contain 
table salt: celery salt, garlio 
salt, onion salt, barbecue 
spice, chili powder, herb 
seasoning and seasoned salt,

purchase. She say s he turned 
them down and 
afterward 
seemed nervous. 
David had completed adult 
high school courses and was 
planning to return to Texas, 
she said.

U.S. purchases surge ahead 


W.ASHINGTON i.AP) - The 
Soviet Union has bought an 
additional 851.600 metric tons 
of U.S. 
wheat 
and 
corn, 
pushing its purchases above 
the minimum required under 
a long-term agreement. 
Agriculture 
Department 
officials said Friday that the 
new sales included 250,000 tons 
of wheat and 601,600 tons of 
corn for delivery to the Soviet 
Union in 1977-78. 
Under terms of a five-year 
agreement, the Soviet Union is 
commited to buy a minimum 
of six million tons of the two 
grains combined annually. In 
the first year of the pact which 
ended Sept. 30, about the 
m inim um 
amount 
was 
purchased. 


The United States has given 
the Soviets permission to buy 
up to 15 million tons in the 
c u r r e n t 
y e a r of 
the 
agreement, 
and 
officials 
expect that they will buy about 
10 mil'ion tons of corn and five 
million of wheat 
-A metric ton is 2,205 pounds 
and is equal to 36.7 bushels of 
wheat or 39.4 bushels of corn. 
Counting earlier purchases, 
the Soviet Union now has 
bought about 6.4 million tons 
of grain for delivery in the 
current year, including 2.3 


million tons of wheat and 4.1 
million tons of corn. 
Converted to bushels this 
amounts to 85 million bushels 
of wheat and about 161 bushels 
of corn. 
Meanwhile, 
in 
another 
report Friday, the department 
announced a revised estimate 
of 1977 wheat production. As of 
Dec. 
1. officials said this 
year's wheat crop was almost 
2.026 billion bushels. That was 
about 1.5 million bushels less

previous wheat forecast. 
.Although this year's wheat 
harvest was slightly smaller 
than had been expected, it still

Relic used to keep jobless busy 


A M S T E R D A M , 
Netherlands 
(AP) 
— 
The 
Du tch hav e been pu tting their 
u nemploy ed to work on the 
relics of a by gone indu strial 
age. 
Masons, 
carpenters 
and 
other skilled craftsmen — 
many of them jobless — are 
being called in to help with the 
restoration of windmills. 
The one 
million 
gu ilder 
{$400,000) 
gov ernment pro­ 
gram has already trimmed 
the ranks of the u nemploy ed, 
now 5.1 percent of the total 
Du tch labor force, by sev eral 
scores of persons. 
The “ery ke-emmen” pro­ 
ject, an operation in the north­ 
ern prov ince of Drenthe, 
fu nctions specifically to pu t 
u nemploy ed y ou th back to 
work repairing windmills. 
The Netherlands is now 
down to its last 945 mills. In 
the 17th centu ry , the golden 
age of Du tch history , more 
than 10,000 of the giant con­ 
traptions grou nd corn, cu t 
wood, pu mped water and con­ 
tribu ted 
to 
the 
nation’s 
prosperity . 
“The decline at last has 
been arrested,” said Corneille 
Van Hess, secretary of the 
Society for the Preserv ation of 
Windmills. ‘‘And one of the 
factors has been the economic 
downtu rn 
in ou r society . 
Bringing the u nemploy ed into 
the restoration process has 
kept many people working. ” 


The gov ernment-su bsidized 
agency battles any intru sion 
by commercial operators and 
also stimu lates the formation 
of local fou ndations interested 
In mills of a particu lar region. 
The largest nu mber of mills 
in the Netherlands is in the 


prov ince of Sou th Holland, 
where there has alway s been a 
great need for drainage mills. 
In the Zaan region there were 
once 900 mills — meaning that 
almost one mill per hu ndred 
y ards dotted the landscape — 
bu t the modern power pu mp 
has changed all that and the 
remaining mills hav e fallen 
into disu se. 
After war, fires, decay and 
mechanization, lack of u se 
constitu tes the biggest threat 
to the life of a windmill. Bu t, 
the Gu ild of Volu nteer Millers, 
a dau ghter grou p of the Socie­ 
ty for the Preserv ation of 
Windmills, 
spend 
their 
weekends learning abou t and 
operating mills. This grou p of 
bu sinessmen, 
stu dents and 
families believ e thTt a wind­ 
mill, like an engine, has to be 
properly tu ned — and u sed — 
to ru n correctly . 
The Preserv ation Society 
has 
su pplied its 
serv ices 
across the water and assisted 
in the constru ction of two 
windmills in North America. 
One can be fou nd in the open- 
air mu seu m in Holland, Mich., 
and the other in the city of 
Steinbach near 
Winnipeg, 
Canada. Both mills were con­ 
stru cted with original parts 
from Du tch windmills. 


Some windmills 
in 
the 
Netherlands can be pu rchased 
for as low as the sy mbolic 
price of one gu ilder (abou t 35 
cents). 
Howev er, 
pu rchase 
agreements u su ally stipu late 
that the bu y er mu st restore 
the mill and not u se it for com­ 
mercial gain. 
Van Hess reported he has 
receiv ed many letters from all 
ov er the world requ esting 
blu eprints for windmills so 


that people can bu ild their own 
and liv e in a highly efficient, 
energy -sav ing env ironment. 
‘‘Ou r organization cares on­ 
ly for old-fashioned water­ 
mills and windmills, and the 
technology of these mills is 
qu ite ou t of date. Any ex ploita­ 
tion of wind energy can be 
done mu ch more effectiv ely 
by modern monnc “ Hp said. 


‘‘Despite what is commonly 
believ ed,” 
he continu ed, 
‘^ w i nd m i l l s pr oba bl y 
originated in Persia or the 
Mediterranean and were in­ 
trodu ced to Western Eu rope in 
the 11th and 12th centu ry by 
retu rning cru saders. At one 
time, France probably had 
more windmills than 
the 
Netherlands.” 


Windmills, in their time, 
hav e serv ed clandestine pu r­ 
poses. Du ring the Reforma­ 
tion, Catholics in the northern 
regions of the Netherlands 
were persecu ted and religiou s 
mef Mngs forbidden. To signal 
that a secret mass was to be 
held, a Catholic miller posi- 


tioned the sails of his mill in a 
prearranged manner which 
alerted the faithfu l. 
When 
Holland was occu pied by the 
Nazis du ring World War .II, 
the 
Du tch 
u ndergrou nd 
r e l a y e d m e s s a g e s 
and 
annou nced meetings by a 
similar method — right u nder 
the noses of the u nsu specting 
Germans. 
A 
windmill’s sails hav e 
alway s been a commu nication 
ou tpost for v illagers in the 


Netherlands. Mills were gaily 
decorated to annou nce wed­ 
dings and to celebrate town 
festiv als. 
Conv ersely , 
sails 
were bowed in deference to 
the dead and panned slowly 
toward 
the 
cem etery 
as 
fu neral processions passed.

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Roadrunners take squeaker for 9th win 


CENTERVILLE, Iowa - In the second of two games in the 
Indian Hills Classic, SFCC gained victory No. 10 against 
Western Iowa Community College Saturday night 93-82. 
The Roadrunners trailed only once early in the contest, 
13-12, in their largest offensive showing to date.

CENTERVILLE, Iowa — Bill Barton’s 150th victory as 
State Fair Community College head basketball coach didn’t 
come easy. 
In fact, his 19th-ranked Roadrunners seemed determined 
to give away Friday night’s game against Des Moines Area 
Community College at Boone, Iowa, at least for the first 25 
minutes, before gaining their ninth victory of the year, 73-72. 
The Roadrunners were almost as cold as the sub-zero Iowa 


weather. During the first half they hit only 11 of 35 shots from 
the floor for a paltry 32 percent. In the meantime, the sharp- 
shooting Bears quickly took the lead. 
“They were the best outside shooting team we’ve faced this 
year,’’ said Barton. “All five starters could put it down.’’ 
Des Moines-Boone also dominated the inside game during 
the first half as 6-8 Jeff Russell posted low. 
Russell scored 12 of his 15 points during the first half, 
leading the Bears to a 42-25 halftime lead. 
“ We were probably a little rusty after not playing for six 
days. And during halftime I just told them to settle down and 
start de\ eloping the patterns,’’ said Barton. 
The first few minutes of the second half were played fairly 
even, but the Roadrunners’ superior physical conditioning 
began to show. 
After building the largest lead of the night, 56-36, the Bears 
seemed to tire, and SFCC’s aggressive defense and board 


play began to pay off. 
With their fast-break offense in high gear, the Roadrunners 
outscored Des Moines-Boone 39-18 over the final fifteen 
minutes. 
Steve Wallace, averaging 21 points per game, tied the score 
at 66-all with 3 :30 left. 
Tim West followed with a three-point play to give State 
Fair its first lead since the opening seconds. 
Rodney Wall countered SFCC’s attack with two quick 
buckets to give the Bears back the lead. 
Crow Richmond, who played an excellent all-round game, 
put State Fair back on top with 52 seconds left on an offensive 
tip-in. 
The Bears Alfonso Dantzler, who shared game scoring 
honors with Wallace, hit a 20-footer with 19 seconds to go that 
caused Barton to use his final time out. 
The Bears seemingly disrupted SFCC’s following in-bounds 


play, but Tom Gore, SFCC’s floor leader, dropped in an 18- 
footer through the net to prvide the final margin of victory 
with seven seconds left.

Kilmer, who completed half 
of his 28 passes under bitterly’ 
cold conditions, whipped a

first touchdown in the opening 
eight minutes. 
The Redskins then boosted 
their advantage to 10-0 on 
Moseley’s first field goal and 
afterward overcame a Cards 
rally which knotted the hard- 
fought contest at 10-10 in the 
second quarter and 13-13 mid­ 
way through the third period. 
Moseley field goals of 37 and 
42 yards snapped the final 
deadlock to produce a 19-13 
Washington lead. 
Thomas 
then scored following a St. 


Louis fumble and the Cards 
could manage only a 68-yard 
touchdown pass from Jim 
Hart to Terry Metcalf in the 
final quarter. 
Jim Bakken kicked field 
goals of 32 and 27 yards for St.

Farmers Organization con­ 
vention, with a minimum of 
debate and insignificant op­ 
position, approved a resolu­ 
tion Friday that prevents it 
from joining the proposed 
Dec 14 general farm strike 
However, 
the 
resolution 
leaves the door wide open to 
NFO members to join the 
strike on an individual basis, 
and to future holding actions 
by the group as a whole. 
"The NFO believes in the 
principle of farmers striking.” 
the resolution reads. 
"The NP"0 believes in the 
basic objectives of the farm 
strike called for Dec. 14 by the 
farm strike group. 
"Therefore be it resolved, 
that because of the illegality of 
groups joining together 'for 
economic action, the NFO 
should not join in the strike 
which has been called, 
"And because the NFO does 
not w ant to appear to be ‘mov­ 
ing in' on a movement that has 
already successfully called 
nationwide 
attention 
the 
farmers’ plight and is continu­ 
ing to do so.” 
The 
resolution 
hinted 
strongly 
to 
individual 
members by saying: 
"However, we direct atten­ 
tion of our members to the fact 
that they, as individual pro­ 
ducers. are free to participate 
in the agricultural strike.” 
The 
resolution 
does 
authorize the NFO board of 
directors to call a grain- 
holding action for cost of pro­ 
duction plus a reasonable pro­ 
fit and to extend such action to 
other commodities as 
it 
becomes appropriate. 
Oren Lee Staley, president 
of the Corning, ' Iowa-based 
group, said such an authoriza­ 
tion was approved by the na­ 
tional convention prior to all 
past 
holding 
actions.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind. (AP) 
- Cigarette smu;?gling and 
bootlegging, once thought to 
be an East Coast problem, has 
become a flourishing business 
in the Midwest. 
Minnesota, 
Illinois, Ohio 
and Michigan lose 'an 
estimated $100 million a year 
in cigarette taxes to 
smugglers. 
Indiana, which has had few ‘ 
problems in the past, now is | 
worried that smuggling is on 
the rise since the state 
cigarette tax was increased 
from six cents to 10.5 cents a i 
pack July 1. 
Usually, the operation con­ 
sists of purchasing a large 
quantity of cigarettes from a 
low-tax. stale, such as North 
Carolina with a two-cent tax 
or Kentucky with three cents, 
and then smuggling them into 
a high-tax state where they 
are distributed and sold. 
Reg Ankrom, Illinois 
Department of Revenue in­ 
formation officer, said the 
profit of one truckload of 
cigarettes from North Caro­ 
lina to Chicago is estimated at 
$80,000. 
Meanwhile, Ankrom said, 
the state of Illinois loses be­ 
tween $10 million and $26 
million a year in cigarette 
taxes. 
Howard Anderson, alcohol, 
tobacco and special taxes 
director in Minnesota, said a 
truckload of cigarettes from 
Kentucky to his state 
represents a profit of $54,000 
for the smuggler and a loss of 
more than $100,000 for the 
state. 
Annually, Anderson said, 
Minnesota loses about $12.2 
million from cigarette 
smuggling. 
The situation is worse in 
Ohio, said Leon Deming, the 
state sale and excise tax ad­ 
ministrator. Deming said he 
has received reports in­ 
dicating Ohio loses between 
$22 million and $28 million a 
year in cigarette taxes. 
Tracking down contraband 
cigarettes can be as difficult 
as finding the proverbial nee­ 
dle in a haystack, state 
authorities say. 
But efforts are being made 
and as George Steward, direc­ 
tor of' the Interstate Revenue 
Research Center, said, “ It is 
not a losing battle unless you 
throw up your hands in disgust 
and quit,” 


The Indianapolis-based 
center, the only federally 
funded office dealing with the 
problem, opened in April 1975 
after a series of conferences 
by officials from Indiana, Il­ 
linois, Ohio, Minnesota and 
Michigan. It passes on fin­ 
dings to the member states. 


The state tax loss is just one 
aspect of the problem. 


“ If we are losing $10 million 
to $26 million a year, that 
m e a n s t h e h o n e s t 
businessmen of Illinois are 
losing anywhere between $30 
million and $75 
million 


because the tax is about a 
fourth of the pack’s cost,” said 
Ankrom. 
Lost cigarette tax revenue 
also must be made up 
elsewhere, either by increas­ 
ing other taxes or cutting back 
areas funded by tobacco 
revenue.

Carter, Susan B. Anthony II, 
Congresswoman Barbara Jor­ 
dan, Betty Eord, Lady Bird 
Johnson, Liz Carpenter, to 
mention a few; there are 
many more. These are some 
of the women called radicals 
by the minorities — if it be 
radical to ask for equality of 
rights, then I’m proud to be 
numbered among those ask­ 
ing.” 


Another brief note said, 
“ The 25 resolutions approved 
by the N.W.C. at Houston 
recently certainly do not 
represent my views. I cannot 
understand why our govern­ 
ment gave the $5 million to 
finance the meeting. It’s good 
to know the Missouri delega­ 
tion is filing a minority 
report.” 


A reader who wanted to re­ 
main anonymous wrote, “ I 
agree with most of the 25 
resolutions approved at the 
National Women’s Con­ 
ference. This was the first 
time anything like this had 


ever been attempted and I 
think they did a pretty good 
job. I really feel most of the 
American women agree with 
most of these resolutions. I 
was very surprised at the 
Missouri delegation’s reac­ 
tion. I find it hard to believe 
that they represent the true 
feelings of the majority of 
women in Missouri.” 


Edith M. Baker, Sedalia, 
wrote in part, “ We also resent 
the fact that taxpayers paid 
the expense of the N.W.C. in 
Houston, and we want our con­ 
gressmen to know that, too.” 


Mrs. Eleanore Wasson, 
Route 4, wrote, “ Having 
witnessed the passing of the 
resolutions at the Houston con­ 
ference in person, I can most 
definitely say they do not 
represent my views. Neither 
do I feel that the majority of 
the women there were 
representative of American 
women. Certainly if they are, 
this country is in real trou­ 
ble...” 


A lengthy letter from Naomi 
Edwards, Sedalia, said in 
part, “ Some of the women at 
the convention did not even 
believe in equal legal rights 
for all citizens. It was in­ 
teresting, however, that when 
a major morning talk show 
commissioned a scientifically 
sampled poll, they found the 
percentage at the convention 
against ERA to be virtually 
the same as that in the general 
population — that is, a minori­ 
ty...The ERA has to do with 
governmental rights. Perhaps 
it is time to forget the rhetoric 
and go back and read the 
amendment. I challenge the 
reader to do just that.... No, I 
did not agree with aJJ the 
resolutions passed at that con­ 
vention in Houston. Total 
agreement with any platform 
would be unlikely.* But mark 
me down as positive for its 
work toward ERA and against 
the inequalities that need to be 
addressed, so that both 
daughters and sons may learn 
to respect each other ac­ 
cording to their individual 
merits. I can only see that as 
strengthening the family, as 
well as the fabric of the com­ 
munity and the country. 
“Let the minority make 
their report. Let us read it 
fairly and judiciously,” the 
letter concluded. 
And finally this view from 
Mrs. Esther Ellison, 2236 West 
Third: “ Basically, I feel that 
the 25 resolutions passed at 
the National Women’s Con­ 
ference in Houston represent 
human rights as well as 
women’s rights and I certainly 
feel they represent my view­ 
points. The Missouri delega­ 
tion must have been com­ 
prised largely of women who 
are leaders in the fight against 
the Equal Rights Amendment. 
As usual, in this historical 
event Missouri w ill be 
recorded as one of the states 
slow to move ahead, although 
this may not represent the ma­ 
jority of individual opinions. 
In the field of passing resolu­ 
tions, the fine art of com­ 
promise usually is practiced 
in order that the viewpoints of 
and the benefits to the most 
persons may be adopted. 
Many women have had little 
experience in this type of ef­ 
fort. 


“ Instead of spending so 
many energies upon one or 
two of the more ‘sensational’ 
resolutions, perhaps the 
Missouri delegation should 
have studied the possible 
future benefits of the bulk of 
the resolutions to all women, 
including those whose 
lifestyles may not be those of 
the traditional ‘woman and 
mother in the home...' ” the 
letter concluded. 


Sales ban 
must be 
obeyed 


Prosecuting Attorney Mark 
Kempton has issued a w'arning 
to county businesses that the 
Sunday sales ban or “ Blue 
Law” is still in effect here, 
hoping to avoid problems in 
the local business community. 
In November, residents of 
the three-county Kansas City 
metropolitan area repealed 
the sales ban, 
However, 
Kempton pointed out that the 
rest of the state, including Pet­ 
tis County, is still covered by 
the ban, which prohibits sales 
of certain goods on Sunday. 
Retail sales of motor 
vehicles, clothing and ac­ 
cessories, furniture, 
housewares, home or office 
furnishings, appliances, hard­ 
ware, tools, paints, building 
and lumber supplies, jewelry, 
silverware, watches, clocks, 
luggage, musical instruments, 
recordings and toys is a 
misdemeanor under statute 
563.721. 
Conviction 
is 
punishable by a maximum 
fine of $100 for the first offense 
and maximums of a $200 fine 
and 30 days in the county jail 
for second and subsequent of- 
fenses. Novelites and 
souvenirs are excluded from 
the ban. 
The prosecutor issued the 
warning to prevent local viola­ 
tions.

Negotiators, under pressure 
from the White House and 
congressional leaders, agreed

increase of $227 billion over 
the next decade, with the 
biggest share of the burden 
falling on middleand upper- 
income workers and their 
employers. 
But ithey threw up their 
hands and quit — at least 
temporarily — when neither 
side would give in on the 
tuition credit costing about 
SI .25 billion a vear. 


Sen. Russell B, Long. D-La., 
chairman of the conference 
committee, said he would call 
the members back into session 
as soon as he hears the House

compromise on the credit. 
But Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore., 
said six of the 10 House 
conferee's are adamant that 
they will never vote for the 
final bill if if includes any 
form of tuition credit. 
Sen. William V. Roth. R- 
Del.. chief sponsor of the 
provision to allow a $250 per 
year per student tax credit for 
parents, said White House 
opposition caused 
House 
conferees to abandon 
an 
earlier agreement to accept a 
one-vear test of the credit.

Congress would like to dispose 
of flic Social Security bill this 
year so lawmakers would not 
be tempted in 1978 — an 
election year — to duck a vote 
on the major tax increases 
that are necessary to keep the 
pension fund afloat.

Minister George 
Plytas said Friday: "I am 
personally more convinced of 
the evidence that it is Philip's 
tomb. 
We are. 
however, 
always interested in other 
views or contrary evidence, 
and we are keeping an open 
mind on the issue” 
But 
former Salónica 
University history 
Prof. 
Dimitrios Kanatsoulis, 
and 
former loannina University 
classical 
archeology Prof 
Fotis Petsas, 
who was 
superintendent of antiquities 
in 
the excavation 
area 
between 1955-65, both doubt 
the claim. 


"I 
cannot with absolute 


certainty deny that the tomb is 
Philip's." Kanatsoulis said in 
a written statement. "All I 
want to stress at this point is 
that the unknown little ancient 
town of Vergina can hardly be 
claimed to be the Macedonian 
capital.

Strong social ties 
mean longer life 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The ties that bind people 
together also help them live longer, according to a nine- 
year study of nearly 7,000 Californians. 
Dr. Lisa Berkman a California Department of Health 
epidemiologist, found that people with few strong social^ 
relationships were 2 to 4*2 times more likely to die during 
the nine-year period 
The findings were based on a survey of 6,928 Alameda 
County residents that began in 1965. 
It indicated that socially isolated men of all ages were 
about 24 times more likely to die during the study than 
their gregarious couiiterparts. 
The most striking difference was in women between the 
ages of 30 and 49, who were about 44 times higher risks if 
they lacked strong social links, the study showed 
Those who died succumbed to the same diseases that 
kill people in general, she said. 
For those who stayed comparatively healthy, she found 
that it made little difference whether their "social 
network” was composed mainly of a spouse, friends or an 
organization of some kind. 
"You don’t have to be married, you don’t have to have 
three friends, you don’t have to go to church as long as you 
get enough social contacts from multiple sources,” Ms. 
Berkman said in a telephone interview. 
How can good friendships and marriages fight disease? 
"The exact mechanisms are currently unknown,” she 
said, "However, these social factors seem to influence 
something about general host resistance or general 
vulnerability to disease It doesn’t look as if there is any 
particular psychological factor

Birthday party held for car

NEW YORK (AP) - Pro­ 
ducing NBC’s raunchy, .ir­ 
reverent “ Saturday Night 
Live” three or four times a 
month at the height of the 
season leaves Lome Michaels 
vulnerable to what he calls 
“ large mood swings.” 


“ I’ll go on for days at at 
time thinking, ‘This is my 
family. This is where I belong 
and want to be.’ And then I’ll 
find myself thinking, ‘If I did a 
movie, I could get away from 
this for a year and a half. I 
could get news that wasn’t 
from News Update’ ....” 
But through it all, Michaels 
maintains, if not his humor, 
his sense of it, and “ Saturday 
Night Live” pushes on, dog­ 
gedly chipping away at new 
ground in TV comedy. 
“ I think it gets harder each 
week because the level of ex­ 
pectation is higher with each 
show,” says producer 
Michaels. 
“ Änd that’s the 
mandate of the ,show, try 
something new^ all the time.” 
To that end, the “ Saturday 
Night Live” crew is preparing 
for what Michaels calls the 
“ Anyone Can Host” edition on 
Dec. 17. 
In October, fans were in­ 
vited to suggest, in 25 words or 
less, why they wanted that 
one, unforgettable ap­ 
pearance as host of “ Saturday 
Night Live.” 
More than 
150,000 cards and tetters 
poured in. 
Five finalists appeared on 
the program Nov. 19 — South 
Dakota’s Gov. Richard Kneip; 
V a s s a r coed Connie 
Crawford; David Lewis, an 
unemployed kid from Oregon; 
a mother from Peoria, Deb 
B’air, and Miskel Spillman, an 
80-year-old grandmother from 
New Orleans. 
Viewers are voting now, by 
mail, for the winner. 
The guest host has been a 
big part of the “ Saturday 
Night Live” success story 
from the start three seasons 
ago. Most of the guest emcees 
have been entertainers. But 
some of the show’s most 
memorable nights were with 
hosts from outside the enter­ 
tainment field, people like 
consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader, presidential news 
secretary Ron Nessen and pro 
quarterback Fran Tarkenton. 
“These people weren’t pro­ 
fessional comedians,” says 
Michaels, “ though they were 
all used to pressure. But they 
gave the show that different 
feel.” 


That never-ending search 
for the different feel nags 
Michaels all week 
every 
week. Everyone contributes to 


a show, including the popular 
“ Not Ready for Prime Time 
Players,” who’ve been there 
from the start. And that can be 


a problem. Michaels savs. 
“ When we started, all our 
people were young and inex­ 
perienced, and these people 
are pros now, with good ideas, 
and wanting more of a voice in 
the show. 
“ The problem is, what went 
into the show at first was what 
we thought was funny. And at 
that point, we totally 
represented the audience, We 
were just out of the audience. 
“ With today’s shows, we go 
to the more esoteric, or at 
least the more ambitious, and 
we go right by a part of the au­ 
dience with a lot that we do. 


“The hard part,” he says, 
“ is how do you treat the au­ 
dience that' likes you and 
wants you stick with the things 
that have done well’’ 
“ But if we were to do just 
what we were successful with, 


we’d have a comedy series 
and that’s all. And'I don’t 
think we narrow our audience 
by doing new and different 
things, 1 think they watch ex­ 
pecting. as we do, that not 
everything is going to work.”

Tension getting worse 
Housewives in Poland 
facing shortage of food

VVARS.AW (AP) - A severe 
shortage of meat and other 
foods is plaguing Poland. Long 
lines of silent, sullen citizens 
outside stores in the country’s 
main towns and cities are 
everyday sights. 
The 
s c a r c i t i e s have 
heightened tensions In this 
Communist-ruled state which 
already has seen riots over 
food three times since 1956. 
In that year and again in 
1970 governments fell and in 
mid July the regime ted by Ed­ 
ward Gierek barely survived 
public protests over a hike in 
food prices The Communist 
Party leader had to cancel the 
increases. 
Members of the party’s cen- 
tral committee 
frankly 
acknowledge Gierek may not 
survive a second uprising. 
They anticipate, therefore, the 
g o v e r n m e n t 
w i l l 
do 
everything possible to fill the 
country’s food and meat shops 
before' Christmas festivities 
descend on this predominantly 
Roman Catholic nation of 34 
million. 
Ordinary, 
as 
well 
as 
highly-placed Poles, blame 
the 
shortages on several 
things. 


About 80 percent of Poland’s 
land is privately owned by 
farmers unsure of their future 
in a Communist state and who 
are believed to be holding 
back production. 
Four bad harvests in a row 
also hurt. The slaughter of a 
million pigs two years ago 
reduced the livestock popula­ 
tion. To earn scarce foreign 
currency Poland still exports 
a lot of farm goods. Distribu­ 
tion services have been assail­ 
ed publicly as inefficient. 
Food is not the only thing 
that’s 
scarce 
in Poland. 
Workers whose wages have 
risen nearly 70 percent since 
Gierek took office seven years 
ago must wait four years for 
an automobile, 10 years for an 
apartment 
That’s because 
labor is short too along with 
raw materials. 
Basic rate for Polish pay is 
2,000 zlotys a month or about 
SlOO at the normal rate of ex­ 
change This pay rate is sup­ 
plemented 
by 
free 
social 
benefits provided by the state 
and includes medical and 
hospital services, subsidized 
food prices, 
transportation 
charges, 
vacations, 
books, 
concerts, films. 
Then there’s an almost in­ 
satiable demand for consumer 
goods of all kinds. Hungry for 
foreign currencv, too, 
the 


state has been exporting so 
much 
coal 
that 
Poles 
themselves this winter may be 
shivering for lack of enough of 
their staple fuel product. 
Against the background of 
previous food protests Gierek 
appears to have 
reached 
something of a partnership 
with Stefan Cardinal Wyszyn- 
ski, Primate of Poland who 
heads the Catholic church. 
Both seem to appreciate that 
new countrywide protests, if 
sustained, could bring a Soviet 
military 
intervention that 
w'ould 
imperil 
indefinitely 
P o l a n d ’ s r e l a t i v e 
independence. 


Wyszynski’s backing for 
Gierek’s efforts to spur the na­ 
tion's farmers to produce and 
deliver 
more undoubtedly 
would oe a big help. A church 
call for calm and patience 
over the next two or three 
years 
would 
reinforce 
Gierek’s government, too. 


Gierek has turned not only 
to his Communist neighbors in 
East Europe but also to the 
United 
States 
and other 
Western 
Powers for help. 
Poland last year borrowed 
$1.3 billion from the Soviet 
Union on top of past help — 
and expects to get still more. 
It owes the West an estimated 


$12 billion too and each year 
has to pay $4 billion back in in- 
terest and redemption 
charges. 
The succesion of four bad 
harvests has compelled the 
Poles once again this year to 
seek vastly increased grain 
supplies from the U.S. In all 
about six million tons — main­ 
ly animal feed - are wanted. 
The Americans have been 
asked to ease credit terms on 
about half of that amount, 
roughly $300 millions worth, 
through the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, a U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture agency. 
For the balance the Carter 
administration has been asked 
to find ways of providing 
long-term loans. 


Poland’s troubles have been 
compounded by shortages of 
raw materials as well as 
primary products. 
The 
government is investing one- 
third of its income in in­ 
dustrial development. This of­ 
fers the prospects, ultimately, 
of a sunnier future. 
But the waiting period has 
brought distortions in the light 
and heavy industry programs, 
impatience on the part of peo­ 
ple weary of promises, 
promises and perils popular 
protest against essential 
reforms.

Dear Dr ' iamb - ■ Ten years 
ago in the tall, I developed a 
bleeding ulcer in the 
duodenum, and after several 
blood transfusions and a bland 
diet, the ulcer healed. Last 
spring, I was hospitalized with 
another bleeding ulcer and, 
after six weeks, it also healed. 
Is it true that ulcers flare up 
in the spring and the fall? Do 
doctors really know what 
causes them? And, having 
been cured, is it necessary to 
avoid certain foods and drinks 
and continue antacids? 
Any suggestions you have 
would be greatly appreciated, 
as I certainly don’t want to 
develop another bleeding 
ulcer if I can prevent it. 
Dear Reader — As far as I 
am concerned, “ once an ulcer 
patient, always an ulcer pa­ 
tient.’’ That means you should 
adapt your life style to prevent 
recurrences as they tend to 
recur — and yes, they are apt 
to recur in the spring and fall. 
This is not an old wives’ tale — 
or, at least, if it is, it is a valid 
one. 
You should avoid caffeine- 
containing drinks because caf­ 
feine stimulates the produc­ 
tion of acid digestive juice. 
These include coffee, tea, 
colas and chocolate 
beverages. Chocolate in any 
form contains caffeine. You 
should avoid alcohol. Alcohol 
is a powerful stimulant to the 
production of acid digestive 
juice. 
Otherwise, sensible eating 
habits are usually all that is 
required. I would avoid strong 
spices, but moderate spices or 
moderate amounts are all 
right. A heavily spiced Mex­ 
ican meal might not be. The 
current thinking is that what 
an ulcer patient eats is not so 
important, but whenever 
complications arise, bland 
feedings are still used. 
You may not need to take 
any antacids, but your doctor 
may want to test your produc­ 
tion of stomach acid to see if it 
is high and would warrant 
some regular use of such a 
medicine. 
I should add to the list of 
don’ts for your life style, 
DON’T SMOKE. 
Stress is important as a fac­ 
tor in causing ulcers. If your 
life style includes too much 
stress, try to minimize it if you 
can. If a person has a stressful 
life style and doesn’t change 
it, any form of treatment is not 
likely to be successful.

NEW YORK (N EA) — Growing up as she did in the 
notorious South Bronx, where crime competes with squalor 
to terrorize the inhabitants, 10-year-old Debra Moss did what 
she could to avoid personal risk. She never talked to 
strangers, she refused rides from gentlemen, she went right 
home after school. 
But she could not protect herself from her parents. One 
night Debra’s father came to her room and removed his 
trousers. She cried out for her mother, who refused to in­ 
tervene; and for the next six months the girl was regularly 
molested, often made to watch pornographic movies during 
the foul process. 
Incest. America’s best kept family secret is also slowly be­ 
ing recognized as one of the nation’s most popular form of 
child abuse. Social researchers say one girl out of four will be 
sexually abused this year, but generally not in the streets or 
alleys; in the case of children, most acts will occur in their 
homes. 
Statistics on the matter are not the best. Officials say fami­ 
ly silence prevents the collection of accurate facts. Still, what 
little data there is suggests that only a quarter of all sexual 
molestations are committed by strangers; the rest are done 
by people known to the victims, in most cases relatives of the 
victims. 
As for ranking incest on the list of child abuses, that too is 
statistically difficult. Yet the scanty figures are clear. Of 
62,000 validated cases of child abuse reported in 1975, for ex-- 
ample, there were twice as many instances of sexual 
molestations as there were beatings or other physical at­ 
tacks. Whatever the actual total, authorities believe incest is 
a well hidden national scandal. Dr. Larry Brown of the 
Colorado-based American Humane Association, says incest 
is virtually a closeted institution in the U.S.: “ I think that 
fathers who fool around with daughters are the number one 
child abusers of our time.” 
Brown stresses the father-daughter aspect of incest. 
Though most illicit family sex occurs between brothers and 
sisters, or between kin of roughly the same age, 
psychologists doubt it has either lasting or damning effect. 
Not so with daddy and his little girl; the tragedy here is 
widespread and sometimes forever. 
Young Debra Moss, for one, is now missing from her home. 
After many weeks of sleeping with papa, she had enough and 
left for the streets. Police report she has become involved 
with prostitution, drugs and other crimes. Unless treated, 
and soon, authorities expect she will be scarred and spoiled 
for life. 
As such, the girl has plenty of company. As incest emerges 
ever so reluctantly from the swamps of subculture America, 
indications are it is a primary social rot. Judy Densen- 
Gerber, a social activist, says that incest victims are filling 
our jails, our gutters, our bordellos and our mental institu­ 
tions. Densen-Gerber runs a chain of drug rehabilitation 
centers in New York, where, she says, as many as 44 percent 
of the treated girls have incestuous backgrounds. A Chicago 
home for wayward women, Chapin Hall, reports that nearly 
all residents have been ince;t victims. Those who aid 
runaways see similar connections. 
And beyond the obvious victims, there are perhaps millions 
more who suffer quietly: infants who withdraw from their 
pals to play with the insects; girls who grow up wondering if 
it was all their fault; middle aged women who continue to 
awake screaming in the night; sexual dysfunction, marital 
discord, ad infinitum. 
Small wonder that Robert Carroll, a California therapist, 
calls incest an epidemic. Or that the AHA’s Dr. Brown ac­ 
cuses incestuous fathers of capital brutality: “ They may not 
torture their daughters, as some fathers do, but if a victim 
commits suicide years later it’s the same as if papa beat her 


Not that this epidemic of brutality should be altogether Sur­ 
prising. After all, history indicates incest is at least as old as 
Sophocles. He was the Greek dramatist who created Oedipus, 
the king who mistakenly killed his father, slept with his 
mother, and left a curse on his children and perhaps the 
world. 
Sigmund Freud used Oedipus to explain the age at which 
all children allegedly become sexually attached to parents. 
Others in history have not so much rationalized Oedipus as 
followed his lead: youths in pre-Christian Micronesia were 
normally encouraged toward incest, as a means of preparing 
for adulthood. 
In the U.S. the published accounts of incest have been larg- 
ly confined to the fiction of Eugene O’Neill and Tennessee 
Williams. Private accounts proliferate mostly in the Ap­ 
palachian hills, where, at least at times, daughters have' 
reportedly stepped forward to take the place of sick or . 
deceased mothers. 
Duane Christy, director of Cincinnati’s Children Protection 
Service, confirms the reports of Appalachian incest. He says 
the custom may continue when families move out of the hills 
to his city. But contrary to popular belief, Christy says incest 
is not a mountain happiness, it’s a toleration: “ Women tell 
me that the men force it. It’s done because the women have 
no one in authority to turn to for help. The girls submit, and 
the mothers look the other way, but not because they like it. 
They aren’t dumb. They know instinctively that incest is 
criminal. The trouble is they can’t do much about it.” 
Christy could be speaking about most incest victims, not 
just those of the backwoods. The principal horror of the 
crime today is that it goes on everywhere with near impuni­ 
ty. Only a fraction of incestuous activity is ended by ex­ 
posure, because only a fraction of it ever comes to the atten­ 
tion of authorities. 
The reason is family privacy. Fathers who fondle 
daughters are not anxious for publicity. Mothers, who usual­ 
ly know of the incest, may either condone it or endure it; Nan 
Huhn, a juvenile officer in Washington, D.C., says many 
women keep silent because they are afraid of losing their 
husbands or paramours. 
So it is that in most incestuous activity, the only participant 
who is punished is the victim. And victims are the least able 
, ^

to carry the stress. Sometimes as young as two years old, 
to death.

Broa dwa y 


rarely more than 13 or 14. the girls bear a kaleidoscope of 
obscenities. Fathers often treat the tots as if they were full 
grown partners. 
Back to Debra Moss (a pseudonym). Her father dressed 
her in leather, and used a Kama Sutra shopping list in their 
relations. He taught her dirty phrases. He took pictures. He 
had his wife in to observe. Despite all, the father continues to 
be ¿1 man at large and at leisure; he’s not been so much as 
questioned. 
Even when such fathers do come to public investigation, 
however, their victims can expect little justice. Unlike 
physical abuse, sexual molestation leaves no bruises and can 
not easily be proven. Children who try to stop the insanity, 
only to be called liars, are thus burdened with still another 
heavy weight. 
Authorities gag on some of the injustice they’ve witnessed. 
In Washington, an 11-year-old told a school teacher that her 
father was forcing her to perform oral sex. The teacher made 
the girl write an essay on truth, then sent it home to the 
parents. The family moved soon after; the girl’s fate is 
unknown. 
By the way, the fate of the girl might not have been better 
had she been believed. Had her father been sent to jail, as ex­ 
ample, the family might have been forced on welfare. Or, 
had the girl been wrenched from her home by an angered 
court, the removal may only have added to her sense of fear 
and confusion. 
Maybe the only chance for the Washington girl, and others 
like her, would be enrollment in a rehabilitation program. As 
incest creeps out of the social closet, treatment clinics are 
beginning to form in some parts of the nation. Usually, the 
programs are confessional, therapeutic, and for the whole 
family. 
One of the best incest clinics is in San Jose, Calif. There 
Robert Carroll of the Child Sexual Abuse Treatment Pro­ 
gram reports that once guilt is admitted, and accountability 
accepted, most families can be helped. Carroll says most 
parents want to be good parents; the clinic may show them 
how best to do it. 
This non-punitive approach seems to work. Carroll says 
that of 400 families treated in San Jose, only two cases of 
recurring incest have been reported. Dunae Christy of Cin­ 
cinnati sees the same thing in his locale: “ Years ago we had 
policemen on our staff, but it didn’t work; now we treat peo­ 
ple kindly, and it does work.” 
And yet, at best, success is a relative term when applied to 
incest. Only a comparative handful of practicing families are 
treated. And of those that are, who knows the extent of the 
rehabilitation? The AHA’s Dr. Brown says it will take 
generations to see whether the trauma is indeed erased from 
the victims’ psyches. 
Meanwhile, as Boston social work supervisor Shirl Fay 
says, the thing for America to do now is to recognize how lit­ 
tle it knows, or cares, about such criminality. Nan Huhn 
adds: “ We are in the stone age in this field.” The best incest 
statistics, for one thing, are from an AHA study that is a tired 
10 years old. 
Why do fathers attack their daughters? Perhaps, as many 
believe, because they need to be nurtured. Perhaps because 


they are bent on punishing their spouses. Or perhaps because 
the nation pushes its children into adulthood: witness the 
shops that sell wigs to pre-teens and the bodybuilding salons 
for girls in training bras. 
The fact is, we simply don’t know' for sure. 
The only thing we do know is that the American family is in 
trouble. So much so, says Boston’s Shirl Fay, that even in­ 
cest, beastly as it is, may have another side. Ms. Fay sug­ 
gests incest provides backhanded benefits for some modem 
families, because any relationship, any attention, is better 
than none at all. (N EA)

NEW YORK (AP) - On 
mornings when the weather is 
good, a portly young man 
stands on Fifth Avenue play­ 
ing a sousaphone and hawking 
The News World, the daily 
newspaper financed by Sun 
Myung Moon’s Unification 
Church. 
Most of the time, he draws 
only a curious look or or two. 
The Moonies have blended 
into the New York scenery. 
In 1976, Moonies were the 
best-publicized sect in 
America, spreading their doc­ 
trine of the coming of the 
Messiah and the Kingdom of 
God, preaching on street cor­ 
ners and at big rallies in New 
York and Washington and, as 
oppone,nts p ro tested , 
alienating impressionable or 


unstable youngsters 
their families. 
As 1977 ends, less is heard of 
the se ct’s aggressive 
recruiting. 
The Unification 
Church is midway in its two- 
year drive to evangelize 
America, but there’s no in­ 
dication that its message has 
caught on with more than a 
tiny fraction of Americans. 
Church officials put the 
membership at 30,000 (which 
is fewer than many an obscure 
denomination’s), and those 
who have studied the move­ 
ment say there may be no 
more than 3,000 hard-core 
converts. 
But if the Unification 
Church has yet to make a 
significant impact 
as a 
religion, it’s made progress in 
other ways — in part because 
the failure of a mass response 
from American youth has

quieted the most serious 
apprehensions. 
The church has won court 
fights against deprogram­ 
mers who sought to reconvert 
young members of the move­ 
ment. And if church recruiters 
haven’t turned every kid on 
the block into a ' Moonie, 
they’ve turned a large con­ 
tingent into street vendors of 
candy and flowers and put 
others to work in church- 
affiliated businesses that 
generated $24 million in 
profits last year. But that is 
not to say the Unification 
Church has left all of its 
troubles behind. 


to be inquiring into its tax 
exemptions. 
The church still is accused 
of brainwashing young men 
and women and estranging 
them from their families; of 
subjecting them to a 
totalitarian lifestyle, and of 
filling them with alien 
dogmas. Some of the in­ 
vestigations center on allega­ 
tions that Moon is an agent of 
the South Korean Central In­ 
telligence Agency. 
Finding a Moonie in a big 
city today takes more work 
than it would have in the spr­ 
ing and summer of 1976, when 
they were busy promoting 
raliies at Yankee Stadium and 
the Washington Monument. 
The best place to spot them is 
suburban shopping centers; in 
northeast Pennsylvania or 
M innesota or college 
communities. 
The church is now spending 
a lot of time on its business 
enterprises. It runs, for exam­ 
ple, a small tuna-fishing fleet 
in Gloucester, Mass., a 
jewelry store in New York, 
and thie daily newspaper, The 
News World, that members 
hawk for a dime on New York 
streets. 
It is seeking ac­ 
creditation for the Unification 
Theological Seminary in Bar- 
rytown, N.Y., about loO miles 
north of New York City. 


It is also accumulating pro­ 
perty — downtown buildings 
for headquarters, 
rural 
farmland for training centers 
and schools. In New York, it 
owns the old .New Yorker 
Hotel — a dormitory — and 
national headquarters in what 
used to be the Columbia 
University Club 
The Rev. .Moon himself has 
an estate in Tarrytown, N.Y. 
Northern California is the 
most active commercial front. 
The church-affiliated Interna­ 
tional Exchange Enterprises 
Inc. in San Francisco operates 
International Exchange 
Maintenance, a cleaning firm. 
Its contracts include one with 
the federal government to 
clean rugs in federal office 
buildings in Monterey. Solano, 
San Joaquin. San Mateo, San­ 
ta Clara and San Mateo coun­ 
ties; at Mather, McClellan 
and Travis .Air Force Bases; 
the FBI office in Sacramento 
and the offices of two 
Democratic congressmen 
from California. John E. Moss 
and Robert Leggett. 
National leaders maintain 
that the California businesses 
are owned by individual 
church members, not by the 
church. 
But they acknowledge that 
most of the profits from 
California are turned over to 
the church, if not directly, 
then as tithes. 


church. They often work un­ 
paid overtime.

BALTIMORE (NEA) - Sixty-seven-year-old Mary Avara 
is so deeply religious her friends call her "Saint Mary.’’ She 
attends Catholic mass on Sundays and interdenominational 
prayer meetings at other times during the week. She says her 
greatest joy was seeing the image of Christ once on a sacred 
cloth in Shamokin, Pa. 
So what’s a nice lady like her doing watching dirty movies? 
It’s her job .Also, it’s her cause. Saint Mary has for 16 years 
been one of three members of the Maryland State Board of 
Censors It’s a lousv vocation but a wonderful opportunity, 
says Mary Avara. "I like to think I’m doing some of God s 


work." 
i 
Indeed the work is best fit for saints. Avara says she s no 
prude that she enjoved sex for years with her late husband. 
("He looked just like Caesar Romero’’), but she was never 
prepared for the likes of skin flicks. "1 always thought sex 
was beautiful.” she sighs, "now I know it can also be 
depraved and ugly.” 
It’s not just that X movies today are shameful. Avara says 
many of them are also sick. In recent months. Saint Mary has 
viewed a film where a gentleman’s penis was cut off, another 
where a babv was tossed from a window, another where 
women were raped and then dismembered during a satanic 


ritual. 


Nothing is socially 


redeemable in 


pornographic films 


This is Cinema’’ Avara says she comes from a family of 18. 
thus is not unaware of the nature of intercourse, yet modern 
pornography knows no bounds. "They do it in swings, they do 
it with robots, they do it during dinner. I’ve seen so much 
whip cream smeared over the sweating bodies that I can’t 
eat it anymore.” 
And as for socially redeeming value’’ Avara says: yuk! 
"W'hat’s redeeming about a woman spending 50 feet of film 
nibbling on someone’s toe’’” Saint Mary doesn’t see the 
significance in a picture where the leading man is a stallion. 
Hence, she says, "I really hate them, and I want to keep this 
filth out of Maryland.” 
In this latter respect, Mrs. Avara and her censoring col­ 
leagues have been successful. Maryland is now the only state 
in the union which prohibits the commercial showing of 
hard-core movies. Many porno stores exist in the state, some 
only blocks from the censorship offices, but the theaters re­ 
main fairly clean. 
Last year the censor board reviewed 427 films, of which 40 
could

MARLO THOMAS TEACHES 
PEOPLE T 0 BELIEVE 
________ IN THEMSELVES 


“A person has to be able to embrace the entire world and be 
fully involved in it before he can be whole as a human being.”

Mario Thomas is pushing 40, has never 
been married and lives alone (except for 
her entourage of help) in the stately Bever­ 
ly Hills stone manor she bought 10 years 
ago while starring in That Girl. It was T V ’s 
first series about a single woman on her 
own, and, naturally, the idea was Mario’s. 
As an actress, television and film pro­ 
ducer, business woman, 
humanitarian, 
political compaigner and advocate of wo­ 
men’s rights, she’s broken just about every 
barrier based on sex discrimination and 
has become a symbol across the country of 
the liberated woman. 
That she doesn’t look a day over 25, still 
barely tips the scales over 100 pounds, has 
succeeded at everything she’s tried and 
has always been financially comfortable 
probably have lot to do with her attitude — 
but not everything, by a long shot. 
Like her maternal grandmother, who re­ 
fused to be stuffed into a grandmotherly 
role and went off to thump drums in a beer 
garden, Mario always has fought to control 
her own destiny, 
“I feel very strongly that all women 
should be free to earn money, get credit, 
buy property, 
start businesses, go to 
school, 
have 
careers.” 
Mario argues. 
“ Otherwise we don't have rights, only priv­ 
ileges. And unless everyone has rights, no 
one has. A person has to be able to em­ 
brace the entire world and be fully involved 
in it before he can be whole as a human 
being. 1 think it is almost inhumane for 
anybody to decide whether any group of 
American citizens should have rights.” 
Mario came to the fore as an advocate 
of women’s rights with That Girl It won 
three Emmy nominations and an Emmy 
Award and ran successfully until Mario 
called a halt after five years. She wanted a 
change of pace. 
"I loved That G irl because it ex* 
pressed who I was at that time," Mario 
says. “ I felt a real desire to play a single girl 
who wanted something, and everybody 
told her she couldn’t have it. Like me, 
she’d graduated from college as a teacher, 
and her father wanted her to get married, 
but she wanted to be an actress and live on 
her own 
It was a great satisfaction to 
realize that so many women identified 
with her.” 
Upon leaving the show, Mario shifted 
gears and plunged into television produc­ 
tion. She had learned the business inside-

out by sitting in on the meetings of her 
father, actor-comedian Danny Thomas, 
when she was a youngster. Now she want­ 
ed to try her own wings. The T V special 
Acts of Love and Other Com edies was the 
result. It was her baby from beginning to 
end. and in it she played six different 
women. It became the nighest-rated spe­ 
cial ever to have appeared on ABC-TV. 
Her second special, Free to Be.. .You 
and Me, also was her brainchild and a pro­ 
duct of her production company. Chalk up 
another Emmy on the mantel. This one 
was even more satisfying Mario says “ be­ 
cause I wanted to do something to help re­ 
write the mythology we give children. I 
committed myself to helping women real­ 
ize their potential and discover their per­ 
sonal style.” 
Now she was ready to move on into 
another field — production of a film for 
television. “ I remembered this old 1945 
movie starring Jim m y Stewart called It’s a 
Wonderful Life," she says “ I got a print, 
played it over and over and decided to 
have it rewritten so 1 could play his part. 
Now it’s called It Happened One Christ­ 
mas and will air December 
11 from 
9 ;00 -ll;3 0P.M . 
“ I just love what the story has to say,” 
Mario continues, “ because 1 think the hu­ 
man spirit is a precious thing, just as des­ 
pair — when we allow someone to trample 
on that part of us which has hope and 
believes we will overcome — is the worst 
thing that can happen to anyone. 
“ Thank God, I’ve never despaired. My 
little spirit is always ticking away under­ 
neath my discouragement, saying it’s go­ 
ing to be O .K. tomorrow. 1 really am a 
hopeless optimist. 
"It Happened O ne Christmas is about 
this woman — me — who is going through 
despair and wishes she were dead. An 
angel — played by Cloris Leachman, a 


breathtaking actress — who has been 
coming down from heaven for 200 years 
trying to earn her wings, comes once more 
to show me that my life is worth living. She 
takes iTie back through time to see what 
would and would not have happened had 
I not been born. And the thought of how 
important each human being is, how we 
touch one another, is the most terrific kind 
of thought.” 
Then why hasn’t Mario, brought up 
by strict parents who are openly old-fash­ 
ioned and happily married, wanted a mate 
with whom to share her life and children to 
fill her mansion? “ 1 do have a need for 
someone," she says. “ I am not a dating 
person — I have had very long relation­ 
ships in my life. ! think the reason 1 haven’t 
gotten married is it .wasn’t until the last 
couple of years that 1 resilized it was a pos­ 
sibility. I grew up believing a woman either 
stayed home and had children or she had 
a career. I also grew up with the sub­ 
conscious belief that if you had a career, 
you would be a bad wife and bad mother, 1 
think all women have grown up the victims 
of these extremes and fear tactics used to 
frighten us out of getting our rights.” 
Now, she says, she feels she almost can 
have it all. just as a man can, and she faces 
the future with total confidence. “ 1 am a re­ 
source of mine,” she explains. “ I can de­ 
pend on me. Therefore, 1 am secure, but I 
realize that no one is indepicndent of all 
peop>le. 1 am dependent on those I love 
and trust and with whom I work because 
we are in a collaborative effort But I don’t 
have false dependencies.” 
Mario always wanted to be an actress, 
but her father discouraged it. To please 
him, she attended U SC and graduated 
with a B A (summa cum laude), a teaching 


credential and a job offer from a pres­ 
tigious Beverly Hills school. “ He thought 
acting too tough a business for anyone, 
especially a woman,” Mario recalls. “ Later 
he said he just didn’t want to relive those 
first awful years of his career with someone 
he loved. Being the daughter of a celebrity 
would help with introductions, but after 
the first how-do-you-do, it was back to, 
‘O .K., read for it, and let’s see how good 
you are.’ Nobody can afford to just hand 
you a job.” 
Going to London (Mike Nichols picked 
her for the lead in his London production 
of Neil Simon’s play Barefoot in the Park) 
at 24 was her big break. She went to a 
country where her father’s television show 
had never appeared (“ 1 had to succeed or 
fall on my own ability — I wanted that” ), 
and she was a hit. 
She 
hasn’t slowed 
down 
since. 
She’s won award after award for her acting 
and producing and has been recognized 
for her efforts in behalf of women’s rights.

Well, there’s Jeff, a 
14-year-old of 
Elkhart, Ind., who works as a volunteer in 
an inner-city day-care center. He took the 
part-time job to fulfill a social-service 
requirement 
for 
confirmation 
in 
his 
church. But after ail requirements were 
completed, he continued with the work. “I 
just like being with the kids and helping 
them leam to play together,” Jeff says. 
In a southwest suburb of Chicago, Tina 
began volunteering two years ago, when 
she was 16, to help patients in Med-lnn, a 
long-term health-care facility. (She recent­ 
ly becam e a full-time paid aide.) One of 
her most rewarding moments was the day 
a teenage accident victim began to show 
signs of coming out of deep depression 
after months of hardly speaking to any­ 
one. The patient gradually responded to 
Tina’s faithful daily visits and began to talk. 
These are just two exam ples of young 
people who share their time, talents and 
energies with others who need them. No 
one knows exactly how many teenage vo­ 
lunteers there are in the country. Records

are not always kept for one-time volunteer 
projects or for programs initiated outside 
junior and senior high schools, civic and 
religious groups or social-service agencies. 
The motivations for volunteering are as 
varied as the teenagers involved, but the 
ACTION survey found the reason most 
often given was “want to help others.” 
Traditionally, kids leam about sharing and 
civic responsibility through such groups as 
Scouts, V s. Red Cross, 4-H and Boys and 
Girls Clubs. Or they start with fund raisers 
for various religious, health or social- 
service agencies. They conduct walka- 
thons, marches, bike rides, fasts and many 
other activities to collect pledges for pro­ 
grams that provide food, clothing, educa­ 
tion and improved physical and mental 
health for countless of their fellow citizens. 


Their services are creative as well as 
utilitarian. 
For exam ple, thousands of 
young people volunteer for regional out­ 
door and community theater productions; 
they help put on dram as, pageants and 
festivals depicting local history. Several 
hundred historical pageants are presented 
in different parts of the country each sum ­ 
mer and most depend on volunteer help­ 
ers (as com pared with summer stock or 
professional dram a com panies that pay ac­ 
tors) . This is not only a way for budding 
thespians and musicians to gain exper­ 
ience and for audiences to be entertained, 
but legends are also preserved, and most 
of the kids com e away with a greater ap ­ 
preciation for the historical events and 
contributions of an area. 
• Each sem ester at Buena Vista High 


School in Ventura, Calif., seniors can 
volunteer, as part of a psychology prac- 
ticum, to be paraprofessionals at a nearby 
state hospital for the mentally ill. em o­ 
tionally disturbed and retarded Volunteer 
students receive special orientation and 
training from the hospital staff, spend two 
class periods daily at the hospital and ar­ 
range their own transportation for the 34- 
mile round trip. 
• In Portland. Ore., it’s an annual 
event for as many as 8.000 students to col­ 
lect hundreds of tons of canned goods and 
other nonperishable items for the needy of 
the metropolitan area. 
• Hundreds of young people volunteer 
in the summer to be guides or main­ 
tenance workers in national parks, mu 
seum s, zoos and public recreation areas 
throughout the country 
They work as 
counselors in day cam ps for needy chil­ 
dren and help do home repairs for the 
elderly and disabled. 
• Older students (18 and up) work in 
correctional 
institutions, 
are 
probation 
volunteers and serve without pay in half­ 
way houses. They set up neighborhood 
co-ops, help with tax preparation and 
establish tenant associations in poor urban 
areas. They are hot-line volunteers, too. 
answering crisis calls in 24-hour telephone 
service centers. 
The projects and services are endless, as 
is the motivation for teenagers to respond 
to the needs they see around them. In 
towns and cities community groups are 
making these needs known, often within 
the schools. And the kids are 
ijm 
responding — everywhere.

He laughed and told his 
friends he wouldn’t bother to 
change. “I’m not going to waste 
the stuff — it’s too expensive. I’ll 
just absorb it through my skin.” 
he said jokingly. A few minutes 
later he took out his cigarette 
lighter, flicked it on, and he, too, 
was ablaze.

These are by no means iso­ 
lated instances. Every year 
some 2.5 million Americans are 
burned badly enough to see a 
doctor, and some 75.000 seri­ 
ously enough to be hospitalized. 
More than 10,000 victims die. 
Burns, in fact, are “the biggest 
injury you can have and still sur­ 
vive,” says Dr. William P Cur- 
reri, director of the burrt center at 
New York Hospital-Cornell Med­ 
ical Center in Manhattan. Now 
more victims are surviving than 
ever before, thanks largely to the 
work of some 170 hospital burn 
units and the even more-special-

ized centers like the one Cuneri 
heads and to remarkable im­ 
provements in burns treatment. 
Twenty-five years ago few pa­ 
tients survived third-degree or 
“full thickness” burns over 30 
percent or more of their bodies. 
Today about 50 percent of young 
adults with burns involving 75 
percent or more of their bodies 
can survive, and doctors now 
rate their chances as “good.” 
Third-degree bums are the 
worst you can suffer. They 
can’t heal by themselves because 
all the layers of skin have been 
damaged. People burned this 
badly »eed constant, round-the- 
clocK medical attention for the 
days, weeks or even months that 
their lives are in danger, for if the 
burn doesn’t kill, the medical 
complications that may follow 
can be deadly. Some 72 percent 
of burn victims who die succumb 
not 
to 
their 
injuries but to 
bacterial infections that invade 
their wounds. And there can be 
other 
fatal 
complications 
— 
massive loss of vital fluids when 
the skin is destroyed, nerve and 
muscle damage, impairment of 
kidney or heart function. 
The burn center in New York Is 
one of the dozen or so of the 
most highly sophisticated med­ 
ical facilities in the United States 
designed for the exclusive treat­ 
ment of patients with severe 
burns. It looks like any other hos­ 
pital ward with a few noticeable 
exceptions. There are no mirrors 
in patients’ rooms, and there’s a 
colorful, 
striped 
curtain 
that 
segregates the patients on their 
way to recovery from the ones 
still on the critical list. 
Behind the striped curiain, 
the burn center takes on a space- 
age appearance. Above the beds 
loom 
curved 
plexiglass 
heat 
shields designed to control the 
temperature of the air surround­ 
ing 
the 
patients. 
Essentially, 
they’re doing the job the skin 
normally would. As the largest 
organ in the human body, the 
skin is crucial to our survival as 
well as our comfort. It protects 
against infection, prevents the 
loss of body fluids and controls 
body temperature. 
All the hospital personnel and 
visitors in this area are swathed in 
sterile white gowns, their hair 
covered with white paper caps. 
Doctors and nurses must wear 
plastic gloves when they touch 


the 
patients 
to 
prevent 
the 
spread óf bacteria. The burns of 
patients are thickly coated with 
an orange 
antibacterial foam 
sprayed from shaving cream-like 
cans. 
At the end of the corridor are 
the hydrotherapy tanks, huge 
tubs into which patients are low­ 
ered daily so that the nurses can 
bathe their burns and remove as 
gently as possible the dead skin 
that clings to the wounds. It 
sounds soothing, but for both pa­ 
tients and nurses the baths can 
be agony. It’s the most painful 
part of treatment and so emo­ 
tionally upsetting for the nurses 
that they must be rotated fre­ 
quently to other duties. “You 
know you are causing them terri­ 
ble pain,” says one veteran 
nurse. “And even though you re­ 
alize it’s the only way to help them , 
some days you just have to go 
home and have a good cry.” 
It takes a special kind of 
stamina to withstand the enor- 
The m ost painful part o f treatment is being lowered into a hf^dro- 
therap!^ tank where nurses bathe burns and rem ove dead skin.

stress 
that 
comes with working in a burn 
center. Although they receive in­ 
tensive training, even some of 
the most dedicated and ex­ 
perienced intensive-care nurses 
find the strain of working with 
burn 
patients intolerable and 
have to be reassigned 
Those 
who remain sometimes have a 
hard time retaining their profes­ 
sional detachment. (“But child 
abuse is the hardest on the staff,” 
says another experienced nurse. 


“We can face a house fire that 
has caused 90-percent burns in 
people, but child abuse 
”) 
The first 24 to 48 hours of 
treatment are crucial because 
that is when danger of the patient 
going into shock from loss of vital 
fluids is greatest. Once that dan­ 
ger has passed, there’s the ever­ 
present threat of infection from 
bacteria breeding in the shreds of 
dead skin attached to the burned 
area. But even at this early stage 
of 
treatment, 
patients 
begin 


physical therapy so that they 
don’t lose the use of joints in the 
burned areas. “We make them 
move immediately,” explains Dr. 
Curreri. “We have to make them 
independent very fast.” Patients 
even feed themselves, some­ 
times with large specially de­ 
signed forks and knives that 
enable those with hand burns to 
eat as normally as possible. 
Food — lots of it — is an im­ 
portant part of treatment. Be­ 
cause malnutrition can develop 
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due to the patients’ high metabolism rates, they must 
consume 
huge, 
calorie-laden 
meals. 
Dieticians 
monitor every morsel and every sip of liquid. Malnu­ 
trition is a complication these patients don’t need. If it 
develops, they can’t fight infection; wounds won’t 
heal, and organs can fail. 
Because skin damaged by full-thickness 
bums won’t regenerate, patients must undergo skin 
grafts. As a temporary measure, doctors may use 
either pig skin or human skin from donors, but the 
perm anent graft is a paper-thin sliver of skin taken 
from an uninjured part of the patient’s body. Improve­ 
ments in medical technology enable doctors to stretch 
a piece of skin to cover between three- and six-times 
the size of the area from which it was taken 
Researchers now are developing an artificial skin, and 
doctors are hoping for breakthroughs to enable them 
to remove dead tissue more rapidly and to predict 
more accurately the depth of a bum. They’d also like 
to see a means of monitoring vital signs and fluid loss 
by a computer that can change the amount and type 
of fluid patients receive intravenously so that what is 
being lost can be replaced more precisely. 
For the patients and their families burn treatment is 
an emotional as well as a physical ordeal. The pri­ 
mary fear, of course, is death, but once that danger 
passes, patients tend to focus on the disfigurement 
the burns have caused. Because there arc no mirrors 
in their rooms, they never see themselves until they 
ask to. Later comes self-pity, the doubt that their 
families can still love them. And because — even with 
extensive plastic surgery — few bum patients ever will 
look the same, today’s approach to burn treatment 
goes far beyond purely medical considerations The 
goal is to heal both the physical and psychological 
wounds and to prepare bum victims to resume nor­ 
mal lives. Patients receive intensive psychological 
counseling to help them accept the changes in their 
appearance, and psychologists and social workers 
also are available to patients’ families to help them 
come to terms with the damage. Before leaving the 
hospital, patients practice doing things for them­ 
selves. Occupational therapists are called in to make 
sure they can handle dressing, bathing, shaving, dial­ 
ing and answering the telephone, for example. 
Depending on the severity of the burn, th e . 
whole process may take up to six months in the hospi­ 
tal. Costs are high — an average of $700 a day — but 
patients are never turned away 
Specialized burn care is now available in hospitals 
throughout the country and at the dozen or so “cen­ 
ters." The difference between a burn “unit” and a 
burn “center” is that centers are larger and combine 
patient care with research and training of medical per­ 
sonnel. What both have in common is the assignment 
of hospital beds, doctors, nurses, therapists and other 
staff members for the treatment of burn victims 
For the steadily increasing number of patients who 
survive, burn treatment — as slow, difficult, painful 
and expensive as it may be — is nevertheless a mod­ 
ern miracle. “Its hard to live with,” says a nurse who 
has seen it all. “The patients suffer so much and we 
have to inflict such terrible pain in order to help them. 
And then one day they walk out of here on their own 
You cry then because you know it's been 
worth it."

What To Do About A Burn 


Five first-aid suggestions to remember should you 
be involved in a burn situation: 
1. Stop the fire as fast as possible. Time is critical. 
If you are the victim , drop to the ground and roll 
about to extinguish the flam es. Never run. If it hap­ 
pens to som eone you are with, wrap him in a rug or 
douse with water. In both cases, pull off clothes. 
2. If it’s a chem ical burn, flood the burned area with 
water and remove clothing. 
3. If a lar^e area of the body is burned, wrap your­ 
self or the victim in a clean sheet and go im m ediately 
to the nearest hospital em ergency room. 
4. If a small area is burned, wash with cool water 
and soap. D o n o t use ice. Apply a bland ointm ent and 
cover with a sterile gauze bandage. 
5. If you have any doubt about what to do, call your 
doctor or the nearest hospital em ergency unit.

PEOPLE AND YOU 
Keeping The Blues Out Of 
The Holidays

Some people are merry every minute of 
the holiday season, but mental-health ex­ 
perts have discovered that most people 
mix happy moments with at least a mild 
case of the blues. Why? 
“ It’s the holidays themselves and the ex­ 
pectations of pleasure that set people up 
for the blues,” says clinical psychiatrist 
Dean Schuyler, 
Some 
people 
expect 
holidays to be perfect, and when life’s or­ 
dinary ups-and-downs creep in, they’re 
disappointed and become depressed. 
Dr. Schuyler suggests you can 
avoid these em otional upsets by forc­ 
ing yourself to be realistic. Before holidays, 
remind yourself that, even though you 
love your family, you don’t always agree 


with them about everything Once you 
recognize this human fact, you won’t be let 
down when holiday gatherings produce 
moments of disagreement or boredom. 
Other F>€ople develop the blues from 
overstimulation. If you’re the kind of per­ 
son who needs regular periods of quiet 
time or privacy, plan ahead to work these 
necessities into your schedule. Something 
as simple as volunteering to walk the dog 
or to do the grocery shopping can give you 
time out from the hubbub. 
For people who live alone — and nor­ 
mally are happy about it — holidays also 
can be difficult. There’s a feeling that 
“ everyone’s together having a good time 
except me.” Avoid this problem by an­ 
ticipation. Either wrangle invitations in ad­ 
vance or surround yourself with people at 
your own holiday gatherings. 
Postholiday January depression can be 
eliminated, too. Try to pay cash for pre­ 
sents as much as possible in December to 
avoid post-Christmas bills, and control the 
festive overeating that leads to those extra 
pounds and January blahs.

PRO QUARTERBACK PAT HADEN 
IS ALMOST TOO GOOD TO BE TRUE 


By Barry Abramson ---- 


Pat Haden is a member of a rare breed 
in professional football — an outstanding 
“jock” who is also an outstanding scholar 
and intellect. The 24-year-old Los Angeles 
Ram s quarterback is a Rhodes scholar who 
has been studying at Oxford during the off­ 
season and has evoked memories of S u ­ 
preme Court Justice Bryon “Whizzer” 
White, another All-America grid hero and 
Rhodes scholar. 
That Haden never speaks ill of other 
players or questions a coach’s decision also 
m akes him unusual in the NFL. He p a ­ 
tiently accepted the role as No. 3 quarter­ 
back on the Ram s’ roster at the beginning 
of the 1976 season but was ready to step 
in when injuries and faulty play sidelined 
Jam es Harris and Ron Jaworski. He coolly 
led the Ram s to five straight victories, 
including a dramatic playoff victory over 
Dallas, 
passing 
for 
five 
touchdowns 
and scoring five more during this stretch. 
Coach Chuck Knox pronounced him his 
No. 1 quarterback, but then Los Ange­ 
les acquired Jo e 
Namath during the 
off-season. 
“ Honestly, when the Ram s acquired 
Jo e , I was excited,” Haden says. “He has 
been around and played well in the past, 
and he can teach me a lot about the gam e, 
not only by telling me things but also 
through my watching and perceiving. And 


He’s handsome, sensitive, 
gutsy, a remarkable athlete 
and a Rhodes scholar. 


1 think I’m a pretty perceptive guy.” 
Haden even room ed with Jo e during 
training cam p, and he deliberately main­ 
tained a low profile when the former New 
York Jet star played the first four gam es. 
When Jo e stumbled, the modest but effi­ 
cient Haden was there to move back into 
the No. 1 slot. 


The $73,000 Haden earned during the 
’76 season is small potatoes com pared 
with the incomes received by Namath and 
other glamor players, but Haden is still 
self-conscious about his earnings. “When 
you think of the fellows in the steel mills, 
you have to feel uncomfortable with the 
money I’m making,” he says. “ It som e­ 
times seem s to me that athletes’ salaries 
are immoral. You can’t say our profession 
is as socially redeeming as other profes­ 
sions. My problem is not so much with 
what athletes make as with what others 
don’t make. Teachers’ salaries, for in­ 
stance, are a scandal.” 
Haden’s concern for teachers’ salaries 
and education isn’t surprising. The blond, 
good-looking, All-American boy has al­ 
ways considered scholastic achievement to 
be as important as athletic accomplish­ 
ment. He was a top student at Bishop 
Amat High School in California and p ass­ 
ed for a record 7,633 yards and 82 
touchdowns during three varsity seasons. 
As a senior, he led Amat to the state 
championship, 
passing 
for 42 
touch­ 
downs, mostly to receiver John McKay Jr. 
He 
and 
McKay 
shared 
California’s 
schoolboy player of the year award, and 
since McKay’s father was the coach at the 
University of Southern California, there 
wasn’t much doubt which college Haden 
and his receiver friend would attend. 
Haden becam e U SC ’s all-time leading 


touchdown passer during his three seasons 
of play and provided a storybook finish to 
his final college gam e by whipping a last- 
minute scoring pass to McKay to defeat 
Ohio State, 18-17, in the Rose Bowl. 
An English major, he maintained a 3.74 
scholastic average to earn the Scholar- 
Athlete award of the National Football 
Foundation. As a Rhodes scholar he’s 
been studying economics, philosophy and 
politics and expects to finish his prograrjj^i. 
the spring of ’78. “The program is infor­ 
m al,” he says. “Each tutor assigns eight or 
nine books on a topic. I’ll write a 10-page 
essay, then read it to my tutor, and he’ll of­ 
fer his critique. Som etim es, we’H go to a 
pub and do our work over a glass of 
sherry.

form 
of education.” 
Despite his football heroics at U SC , 
Haden was only a seventh-round draft 
choice for the Ram s and probably would 
have been overlooked entirely if owner 
Caroll Rosenbloom hadn’t taken to him 
Scouts and coaches worried that at o c^ ' 
5 ' 11", 180 pounds, he would be too 
small for the NFL. Pro quarterbacks are 
supposed to be taller in order to see over 
the heads of defensive linemen Haden ar­ 
gues, however, that good pro quarterbacks 
throw in the open lanes between rushers, 
and not over people. His success with the 
Ram s has enabled him to win over

the skeptics.

Christmas Decorations From Nature 


If you’re a nature lover who’d like a 
change from the tinsel and plastic, why not 
make some of your own Christmas deco­ 
rations this year? Dried plants, pine cones, 
acorns and nuts can be used to make at­ 
tractive wreaths and trcc-trimmings; all 
you need is some time and patience. 
Pine cones will probably head your 
shopping list. For a tailored wreath, collect 
cones that are as uniform in size and shape 
as possible; for free form wreaths collect 
several different sizes. It’s best to gather 
cones after the scales have fully opened 
out. Be sure to collect more than you think 
you will need When you get the cones 
back to your house, put them into a slow 
oven (about 150°F.) for 15 to 30 minutes 
to kill any insects. 
To make a wreath, buy an inexpensive 


wire frame at a florist’s shop or make your 
own by bending a wire coat hanger into a 
circle (leave the hook on for a ready-made 
hanger). First, wire the cones by slipping 
some florist’s wire between the scales. 
Then draw an outline of the wreath on a 
piece of paper and arrange your material 
loosely on it to get an idea of what it will 
look like. Start wiring the cones to the 
frame, placing the largest ones at equidis­ 
tant spaces around the circle, then using 
the smaller cones to fill in

Effective Treat 
ment of Agoraphobia, concentrates on 
giving sufferers an understanding of their 
problem and on teaching them how to 
cope with their panic.

(You can get a referral from the psychiatry 
dept at the nearest univ.) Don't force him 
to go out. and don't become angry with 
him You’ll only add shame to his fear.
